We Owe Part of Every Advancement 
to Del Martin 

On August 17,2008, lesbian activist Del Martin died at USCF 
Hospice in San Francisco. 

Del Martin and her partner Phyllis Lyon had been together since 
1952. In 1955, they began the first lesbian organization in the 
United States. In 2004, they were the first same-sex couple to 
be married in San Francisco, only to have their marriage rights 
rescinded by California courts 6 months later. 

On June 5,2008, Martin and Lyon were the first same-sex 
couple to be legally wed in California after the CA Supreme 
Court decision granted marriage equality to families like ours. 

At the Lehigh Valley Pride in the Park festival in August, a 
very young man from a Democratic Campaign booth came 
into tne PA Diversity Network booth. He tried to tell both Trish 
and me that the gay community should be content to accept 
“incremental" progress for the civil rights of our community. He 
also told me that ne did not “believe you could legislate against 
homophobia.” 

Well, he was wrong on both counts... 

1. We are not content with incremental progress with our civil 
rights - especially since we haven’t seen much in the last 16 
years federally or in the state of PA. In fact, all we have seen 
in PA the last 6 years is the loss of the Hate Crimes Law. 

While it's nice to beat hateful legislation, like Constitutional 
amendments, beating laws against us isn’t really progress. 

And 2. Yes, you can legislate against homophobia. Passing 
laws that make discrimination illegal changes people’s minds 
in the long run. Case in point: The integration of the armed 
services by President Harry Truman in 1948 - he did it, and 
now you would be hard pressed to find someone who would 
not say that soldiers should serve together regardless of race. 

If the military had not been forcefully integrated by Truman’s 
presidential order, the attitudes of society would have been far 
less quick in changing. 

When asked about losing her marriage rights in 2004 Phyllis 
Lyon said: 

“Del is 83 years old and I am 79. After being together for 
more than 50 years, it is a terrible blow to have the rights and 
protections of marriage taken away from us. At our age, we do 
not have the luxury of time." 

Thank goodness that they were able to live together for four 
more years, so they could see their marriage equality finally and 
legally in place (if perhaps, only for a few more months, but at 
least forever for them.) These equal marriage rights were no 
thanks to people anywhere in this country who say they believe 
our community should be content with less than full marriage 
equality. They were no thanks to people who believe we should 
be content to wait because others in this country are not ready 
for our committed couples to be married. No person of any 
minority should be expected to be content with anything less 
than fully equal civil rights -- separate but equal has already 
been proven impossible! It’s not just a word - it is legal equality. 

(By the way, McCain’s Republican Party platform calls for not 
only a Constitutional amendment to ban same-sex marriage, 
but efforts to repeal any civil union protections already granted 
in states that have passed them. Obama’s Democratic platform 
calls for equal protections for all families. So, don’t forget to 
vote in November - do it for Del.) 


1921“Bom in San Francisco on May 5th, as Dorothy L. 
Taliaferro. 

1939 “Salutatorian of the first graduating class of George

“ Martin was also a founding member of the Lesbian 
Mother’s Union; the San Francisco Women’s Centers; and 
the Bay Area Women’s Coalition, among other organizations. 

“ Became an early member of the National Organization for 
Women (NOW), and worked to counter homophobia within 
the women’s movement. 

“ Martin and Lyon were the first lesbians to insist on joining 
NOW with a couples’ membership rate. 

“ Martin was the first out lesbian on NOW’s Board of 
Directors. 


1972 ** Martin and Lyon co-author the groundbreaking book 
“Lesbian/Woman." In 1992, Publishers Weekly chose it as 
one of the 20 most influential women’s books of the last 20 
years. 

1972 “ Martin and Lyon co-founder the Alice B. Toklas 
Democratic Club, the first gay political club in the United 
States. 

1973 ** Prior to this year, Martin was a leader in the 
campaign to persuade the American Psychiatric Association 
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to declare that homosexuality was not a mental illness. This included explicitly in aging policies, 
goal was finally achieved in 1973.

“Is my job safe? 1 ’ This is the big question as the 
foundation of our economy shakes. It’s a bigger ques¬ 
tion for those of us in a sexual minority. Below are four 
examples of job losses, which express the need for laws 
to protect against discrimination. 

•The Best Western 

The Best Western on Eisenhower Boulevard 
in Harrisburg had been a gay friendly estab 
lishment. The Central PA Pride Festival com 
mittee met there; the hotel proudly displayed 
Panzee Press in the lobby; many 
employees including upper management were 


openly gay or lesbian; and they had a good 
number of BGLQT clientele since the word in 
our community passed that it was a good place 
to stay. In the past year, a tornado picked up 
the hotel/restaurant and blew it back across 
the rainbow. New owners took over the estab¬ 
lishment and trouble started brewing with the 
gay and lesbian staff. Panzee Press received 
a call from the hotel management asking 
that we remove them from our distribution. 

Six openly homosexuals lost their jobs from 
this Best Western franchise. They were not 
protected by Harrisburg’s anti-discrimination 
bill because the hotel lies just outside the city’s 
borders. These six won’t tell you the details of 
their experience due to several fears: exposing 
a scandal of a previous employer would make 
it harder to find a new job; being identified 
in print as a sexual minority might prevent a 
perspective employer from hiring them; some 
fear legal slander accusations; some fear the 
loss of their severance packages. 

At least one employee was hired across 
the street at Days Inn and their Sante Fe 
restaurant which have no trouble with diversity 
and even placed an advertisement in this issue 
of Panzee. You’ll also find an advertisement 
for Holiday Inn, using Panzee to find new 
employees. The Red Roof Inn, across from 
Liquid 891, also on Eisenhower Boulevard, has 
always proudly displayed Panzee in their lobby 
and works with Liquid to give you good nightly 
rates. 


•Spice 

Spice Restaurant in downtown Harrisburg 
made it big in local news after firing two 
employees, whose words to the Patriot News 
seemed to be in conflict with Spice’s busi¬ 
ness principles. What didn’t make the news 
was that these were the last two of the five 
openly gay and lesbian staff members to cease 
working for Spice since new owners took over. 
Again, some of these individuals asked that 
their name not be used in this article since 
such publicity could hurt their future career 
opportunities. The question of rightful termina¬ 
tion in this case is highlighted because Spice 
is subject to Harrisburg’s anti-discrimination 
law, and two staff members claim they were 
specifically told by the Chef and the Chief Op¬ 
erations Officers of Spice not to hire any more 
gay people. One of these two managers can’t 
be named, since he or she also has a military 
career and such exposure could mean the loss 
of that job as well. 

John Burkholder, who says he was misquoted 
by the Patriot News, was fired without discus¬ 
sion along with Molly Turner. John says that 
of the five gay and lesbian staff, none had ever 
been written 
up, were ever 
late, or ever 
had any verbal 
confrontation 
with the new 
Spice owners or 
managers. Ac¬ 
cording to John, 
the owner read 
the Patriot News 
article while on 
vacation, called 
the managers, 
and instructed that Molly and John be terminat¬ 
ed. Ryan Bowman, an experience bartender, 
isn’t afraid to use his name when he says he 
was turned down for a job at Spice and told 
they weren’t hiring any gay men. According to 
John, another friend of his was turned down for 
a position and given the same reason. 

•Pam 

The process of changing gender leads to a 
more sensitive case of sexual minority discrimi¬ 
nation in the work place. When coworkers 
or employers discover a gay man or lesbian

among them, they sometimes have a hard time 
adjusting to new ideas, but the homosexual 
walks, talks and acts the same as they did 
before his or her sexual preference was known 
in the work place. An employee, known to the 
rest of the staff for several years, changing into 
the opposite sex can be much more difficult 
for the workplace to bear. Pam understood 
this before she opted for her transition, so 
she followed the advice of Transcentral, and 
requested a transfer. Her employers said she 
was doing a great job where she was, they 
were experienced in this situation, and felt 
it was best for Pam to stay where she was. 
After she transitioned, this confident support 
dwindled. The largest problem arose from the 
bathrooms. Pam was contracted to work with 
Giant Supermarkets through an employment 
agency. Giant claimed they had policies in 
place for transgender people, although Pam 
notes that such policies were only dictated to 
her verbally. She was directed to continue 
using the men’s room when a unisex bathroom 
was not available. Identifying and presenting 
herself as a women, Pam was obviously un¬ 
comfortable using the men’s room. Eventually 
Giant asked her to leave, claiming that Pam 
used the women’s restroom, which Pam says 
she has not. 

Once Pam’s transition was complete, she 
looked forward to obtaining a good steady job. 
Thinking that the problem was transitioning in 
front of coworkers, she hoped to put the past 


behind her. No such luck. She was dismissed 
from a few jobs because of budgetary or 
other unfortunate circumstances, but she still 
wonders if those were the real reasons. For 
other jobs, Pam is confident that the real 
reason was her being a sexual minority. Pam 
was hired by G&H Service Company, where 
she worked for a week, and was given rave 
reviews by her trainer. The following Monday, 
after her new employer had time to conduct a 
background check, she was let go, and given 
the reason that a mistake occurred, and there 
wasn’t money in the budget. After that, there 
was a very short job with Norwegian Cruise 
Lines. At a job fair, she counted three times 
that she was told, “You have the job." Further 
along in the process she was warned of an 
extensive background check, so Pam thought 
it best to tell them what they would certainly 
find out, that she use to be a man. All of a 
sudden, without any cause or explanation, she 
didn’t get the job. 

Pam asked that her last name not be used. 

A previous article about her, which included 
her last name, is easily found on the Internet, 
which is one of the first places prospective 
employers search. This article continues to 
haunt her, but comes up less frequently now in 
online searches. 

•Dan Miller 

At 10 AM, Wednesday, October 17,1990, Dan 
Miller was fired from his CPA position with

Consultants (PMC). Was it a question of 
honesty that got him in trouble? No. Inability 
to perform his duties? No again. Oversight of 
an important account? Not even close. Dan 
Miller was fired for being gay. He was ha¬ 
rassed by his former employer, and then sued 
by that same employer. Ultimately, he lost in 
court, and was forced to pay $156,000, plus 
over $40,000 in legal fees. Dan expresses 
that this life-changing event was devastating, 
and took five years out of his life. His former 
employer was based in Camp Hill, which did 
not have the anti-discrimination protections 
that Harrisburg had in place at that time. 

Finding himself supporting a hate crimes bill, 
Dan was the spokesman for a coalition formed 
to ask the City of Harrisburg to begin counting 
gay bashing incidences and increase police 
protection. Publicity for that was brought to 
DeMuth’s attention, and Dan was fired. No 
questions asked, other than, “What do you 
want me to tell your clients?" “The truth,” was 
Dan’s response. 

In the five years Dan had worked for DeMuth, 
he was considered PMC’s best employee. As 
a matter of fact, he was scheduled to become 
a partner in the business within the year. Why 
would a business owner fire his best employ¬ 
ee? Blatant, unabashed intolerance and bias. 
DeMuth certainly cut his nose to spite his face, 
and needed to recoup his financial losses, 
which he sought to do by suing Dan when he 
began his own CPA practice and approximately 
one-third of his clients followed him. Four and 
a half years earlier Dan had signed a ‘covenant 
not to compete,’ which, if he were let go for 
‘just cause,’ would prohibit him for a term of 
five years, and within a 50-mile radius, to not 
do business with any former or current clients 
of DeMuth’s. Dan’s employment contract 
stated that being a homosexual provided ‘just 
cause’ for firing. The ensuing court case was 
based on that prejudice. 

Dan lost the court case, and his appeal, 
because of, as he states, “a judge who wished 
to refrain from making a civil rights statement 
in his courtroom. However, he helped to gain 
more for the GLBT community than he could 
have imagined. In 1994, he was one of five ad¬ 
vocates to testify before a House subcommit¬ 
tee for federal legislation regarding the inclu¬ 
sion of sexual orientation in anti-discrimination 
policies for workers. Dan continues to speak 
on behalf of equal rights for both the local and 
national GLBT communities, especially when it 
comes to the right to work and protection from 
being fired for being GLBT. 

Some employers think that your choice of a domestic 
partner, your sexual preference, or the gender with which 
you identify are issues that should determine if you can 
keep your job. This is discrimination in a form similar 
to what has been determined unlawful according to the 


federal Civil Rights Act. What’s missing in that law are 
protections for sexual minorities. In 1974, on the fifth 
anniversary of the Stonewall Rebellion, the Gay Rights 
Bill was introduced to add the words “sexual orienta¬ 
tion" into the Civil Rights Act. It never passed. Over the 
years, the movement for this act has taken form in many 
Congress bills, and is currently limited to the Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act (ENDA). This act focuses on 
protection from discrimination based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion regarding the employment aspect of the Civil Rights 
Act. In November 2007, ENDA finally passed through 
the federal house as H.R. 3685, but was not voted on by 
the Senate, and has run out of time in the 110th congress 
(2007/2008). There was an earlier version of ENDA in 
2007 which included gender identity, but that was dropped 
in hopes of conforming to a passable bill. 

Where the federal government falls short, local and state 
governments can pick up. According to the PA Diversity 
Network (PDN), the following fourteen Pennsylvania 
municipalities have some sort of employment protection 
laws for sexual minorities: Harrisburg, Allentown, Easton, 
York, Lancaster, Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, Scranton, New 
Hope, Erie County, West Chester, Lansdale, Swarthmore, 
and State College. 

The state of Pennsylvania has legislation, House Bill 1400 
and Senate Bill 761, in the current session (2007/2008) 
to amend our existing Human Relations Act to include 
protection against discrimination for “sexual orientation, 
gender identity or expression." Our state was a leader in 
human rights in passing the Human Relations Act in 1955, 
prior to the federal Civil Rights Act in 1964, and we it can 
be ahead of the times again by including protection for 
sexual minorities now. 

Liz Bradbury, of PDN, reports she receives phone calls 
everyday from people who have been discriminated 
against. “Unless the discrimination takes place in a 
protected municipality, there is little to be legally done,” 
she states. “For that reason it is imperative that our state 
and our country pass laws to protect all citizens in areas 
of housing, public accommodation, and employment.” 

The passage of upcoming HB 1400 would be a great step 
forward for the state of PA. Ms. Bradbury continues, “You 
can be fired, denied housing, thrown out of a restaurant, 
or denied a doctor’s care for being gay or transgender 
in Pennsylvania. There are state laws in New Jersey 
and Maryland and fourteen other US states, but PA still 
doesn’t have one, so sexual minorities are at risk every 
day.” 

Perhaps there are some of you who haven’t faced dis¬ 
crimination in the work place. Perhaps you have, but you 
shrugged it off. Many accept it as part of life. If people 
don’t think it through, they subconsciously allow the idea 
that if you’re different, then you’re less of a citizen. It 
doesn’t bother some that co-workers can share stories 
about their domestic life, while those who are different 
discern a duty to keep secret what is most important to 
them. With this lack of thought, it goes to reason that if 
your sexual orientation makes your employer uncomfort¬ 
able, then by letting your secret known, you lose the right 
to support yourself. 

In the stories of the Best Western, Spice and Pam, there 
is a common theme of the subjects not wanting to be 



identified. They didn’t hide their personal preferences 
from their employers, and they lost their jobs. In order to 
stabilize their careers, they need to eliminate any possible 
jeopardy. While they might not go completely back in the 
closet, they need to keep their sexual identity out of print, 
and off the Internet. 

Another common theme in these stories is that being 
gay, lesbian or transgender was not the stated cause of 
employment termination. However, there’s evidence to 
suggest this is the root cause. There will be ways to work 
around a state law prohibiting discrimination of a person’s 
sexual orientation or gender identity. However, such a 
law will form a barrier that any human resource direc¬ 
tor will understand. At the minimum, it sets a tone, and 
brings awareness to the issue. We are creating a state¬ 
ment that the citizens of Pennsylvania are protected to 
be who they are. The idea, even among ourselves, that 
it’s our duty to keep our lives a secret, will be questioned. 
When this idea is considered, its absurdity will be obvious. 

Status of HB 1400 & SB 761 

Pennsylvania’s legislature is currently considering updat¬ 
ing our Human Relations Act to include “sexual orienta¬ 
tion” and “gender identity or expression." Both branches, 
the House of Representatives (House) and the Senate, 
must vote for this legislation, and have each written this 
up as a bill. Committees in each branch will need to ap¬ 
prove their bill before it can be voted on and passed. 


referred to the Judiciary Committee on April 12,2007, 
but hasn’t moved since. Senator Greenleaf, Chair of the 
Judiciary Committee, has the responsibility of setting the 
schedule. His office’s communication director could only 
say that he didn’t know if it would be placed on the cal¬ 
endar. The Chief of Staff for Senator Mary Jo White, the 
vice-chair of the Judiciary Committee, says that Senator 
White has no say on what goes on the calendar, and the 
decision rests solely with Senator Greenleaf. 

Although the bills in each branch are identical, having 
both pass will not resolve the legislative process. One 
bill must pass in both branches. After passing both the 
House and the Senate, the bill must be signed by the 
governor to become law. This must be completed by the 
end of November. 

The Senate and the House each have scheduled session 
days during which to vote on bills. The remaining session 
days for both legislative branches are October 6th, 7th 
and 8th. The House has seven additional days scheduled 
in November. 

A bill, within either the Senate or the House, takes three 
votes to pass, the first being the committee assigned to 
the bill. In this case, it is the House State Government 
Committee, or the Senate Judiciary Committee. The 
second is an initial vote in the House or the Senate itself. 
The third and final vote is also in the House or Senate. 


The bill in the House, named HB 1400, was referred to 
the State Government Committee on June 18,2007. 

On Sept 22,2008, it was finally considered, but a few 
representatives that would have voted for the bill missed 
the meeting. Due to the lack of support, the bill was never 
brought up for a vote. 

An identical bill in the Senate, named SB 761, was 


If you followed all the gripping detail above, you might 
have calculated that HB 1400 died after not being brought 
to vote on Sept 22nd. It would need three days to pass 
through the House. At this point, the earliest this could 
be completed would be October 7th. Then it would need 
three days to pass the Senate, but the Senate’s last ses¬ 
sion day is October 8th (it’s possible for the senate to vote 
to have more session days, but this isn’t likely). 
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Committee before the last three Senate session days, 
then pass the Senate by October 8th. This would send it 
to the House, which has those additional seven session 
days in November, to be voted on, and then passed on to 
the governor. 

You can still make this happen. Call your Senator as soon 
as you read this... like NOW. If it is the middle of the night, 
you could leave a message and call again tomorrow. Tell 
your Senator that you want SB 761 to pass. When they 
try to impress upon you that it does not have a chance, 
tell them you understand the process (having read about it 
in the Panzee Press), and see if they agree with you that 
it is possible. In the words of one legislative office staff 
member, who didn’t want to be quoted, “the bill doesn’t 
have enough ground-swell.” It’s up to you to give the bill 
some ground swell. Seriously, you have that cell phone 
just sitting there in your pocket; it really won’t hurt you to 
make the call. While you’re at it, after you call your own 
Senator, call the Senators who sponsored the bill and are 
on the Judiciary Committee, and remind them that the bill 
is there and it should be passed. Call Senator Greenleaf 
and ask him to put in on the calendar. The good thing 
going for this bill is that it has many more sponsors than 
usual. When a bill is first written up, legislators put their 
names on it and become sponsors of the bill. Since so 
many legislators are already on board, this bill does have 
a fighting chance.

We Are Family

The 1996 movie “The Birdcage” opens with an 
elaborate drag show scene, featuring the 1979 
Sister Sledge song “We Are Family.” It sets the 
stage in a sense for the rest of the film’s humor¬ 
ous, ostentatious, and at times, stereotypical 
portrayal of an established gay couple living 
in South Miami. It also foreshadows what the 
film seems to encourage: the viewer’s reflection 
on the role of family in the GLBT community 
and in society. 

While wandering an upstate New York mall 
with a good friend several years ago, I felt free 
enough (being far from my “turf’) to speak 
openly about “gay stuff.” He gently stopped 
me and instructed me that when referring to 
GLBT people like us, I was to use the term 
“family.” “How quaint,” I thought to myself. 
Since then, I’ve done a fair amount of reflec¬ 
tion on my own journey and who we are as a 
community of GLBT persons, and have come 
to the conclusion that using the code word 
“family” is both comforting and challenging. 

It is comforting to know that as members of 
a sexual minority, we share a certain bond, 
perhaps even familial in a way. It is also chal¬ 
lenging in that it encourages me personally to 
recognize that there are many among us who 
have experienced much emotional pain because 
of who we are sexually. Many carry with them 
a fair amount of baggage, (Don’t we all? Some 
more hefty than others) and many in our “fam¬ 
ily” create the usual family “drama.” But, “We 
are family,” nonetheless, are we not? When a 
close relative of mine was in a crisis, and when 
that individual created some “drama,” I was 
called upon to offer my assistance because of 
my experience in pastoral counseling. I saw it 
as an opportunity to give back to the family that 
had supported me, and continues to do so. 

Writing to the community in Colossae, a region 

of modern-day Turkey, Paul said this to that 
12 


family of believers: 

“Now I rejoice in what was suffered for you, 
and I fill up in my flesh what is still lacking in 
regard to Christ’s afflictions, for the sake of his 
body, which is the church.” (Col. 1:24) 

For Paul, embracing and entering into the suf¬ 
ferings of his brothers and sisters in the faith 
from that early Christian community was not 
just seen as an obligation, but a path to rejoic¬ 
ing and holiness. Similar examples from the 
Hebrew Scripture can be found in the care and 
concern Moses had on various occasions for the 
members of his community, blood relatives as 
well as others in the community, as he pleaded 
to God for mercy upon his “family” when they 
had strayed spiritually. 

It is so encouraging to me to see the dedica¬ 
tion and hard work by so many in our local 
GLBT community to further our cause toward 
full inclusion and acceptance in society. But 
when I hear of GLBT teens in Allentown who 
are kicked out of their homes when they come 
out to their parents, when I see so many in our 
community afflicted with compulsive and self¬ 
destructive behaviors without receiving the 
support they need, I am personally challenged 
by the work yet to be done. As individu¬ 
als, we can only do so much. Christians and 
non-Christians alike should be encouraged and 
challenged by the universal truth proclaimed 
by St. Francis of Assisi: “It is in giving that we 
receive.” Our “family” depends on us to do so.

My dad worked 
in manufacturing, and then when those jobs declined, he 
started a small business. When the first business failed 
due to competition with the big-box, chain stores, he and 
my mom started another small business. They worked 
everyday, making sure that my brother, sister, and I had 
the opportunities that they didn’t have, particular when it 
came to education. 

John: Was education important to you? 


Judy: Yes, more or less. I worked hard to improve edu¬ 
cation in our region for my children and all children.

After this happened, FUMCOG hired Beth as a lay minister, 
where she continued to teadfi the confirmation class and 
occasionally preach, until her*recent decision to leave that 
rote and continue academic pursuits.

Moving the Ball Forward in the Statehouse

As the summer months come to a close, and the temperature 
begins to fall, our focus has again moved squarely onto the 
state legislature and the few remaining days lawmakers will be 
in session for the rest of this year. Legislators just might be 
preoccupied with their own re-election over the next two months, 
but we as an LGBT community have something entirely different 
to think about. 


Momentum clearly has built around passing 
this important and landmark legislation in 
the Commonwealth, and with an election 
looming, the amount of time left to pass 
this bill in the House this session is quickly 
dwindling. 


You’ve read it here, you’ve seen the e-mails, 
and you’ve been asked this before—but now 
is truly the time to call and visit your legisla¬ 
tors about this issue before it’s too late. We 
are pushing and hoping for a vote on this 
important bill this session, but will only be 
successful if all of us- gay, straight, lesbian, 
bisexual, transgender, queer- forcefully 
show our support for the legislation. 


Leading to this point we’ve had great suc¬ 


cess gamering support and gaining momentum around this issue 
because all types of people, from all different organizations, from 
all different backgrounds, all came together to further the cause of 
LGBT equality.

Rendition - A legal term meaning “handing over" 

The previously published review for Batman: The Dark Knight depicted a dark movie, but one that 
is based solely on the power of its creators’ imagination. Rendition is another dark movie, but one 
whose power is derived from actual occurrences, and more directly springs from a segment of our 
national security policy. 

The technical aspects of this film are outstanding from the cinematography to the acting to the special 
effects to the wardrobe and set design. The real prize here, though, is the heart of the project, and 
that is the story of the unfortunate souls who have been caught in the net of the CIA’s policy of handing over suspected terrorist relat¬ 
ed individuals to foreign countries, so that they can be interrogated by means that the US neither officially performs nor condones. 



The real crux of the question posed here is how far is too far to gain information, which may or may not be reliable, to thwart future 
extremist attacks around the world? The top CIA director in the movie possesses the perspective that information gained from 
this process saved 7,000 lives in central London, where her grandchildren live. During a tense conversation, another character asks 
her what she would do if her grandchild were one of the people being detained and tortured. 


Reese Witherspoon portrays a pregnant wife and mother. Her husband is the character that disappears while on a business trip. 
Jake Gyllenhaal plays a CIA analyst thrust into the position of overseeing the torture of Reese’s husband. Peter Sarsgaard’s 
character dated Reese’s character in college, and is now a Senator’s aide. Meryl Streep’s character directs the CIA, and briefs 
Sarsgaard’s Senator on the foreign relations committee. 


These characters and more are woven into a cacophony of swirling circumstances, with a few surprises along the way. Rendition is 
a moving, thought provoking, and disturbing film that is not necessarily for everyone, but is an informative ride.

Deceptive Advertising Causing Obesity 

Much of the food we buy these days is not what we think it is. Frequently the packaging is misleading. Oftentimes, we think we are 
purchasing healthy choices when in fact we are getting chemical or sugar-laden foods. This deceptive advertising is one of the causes 
of obesity. When you purchase a product that is described as healthy and it is not, our health and the health of the kids are affected. 
Frequently a food that is pictured or described as fruit or fruit-based is really nothing more than a box or bag of chemicals and sugar. These 
hidden sugars are generating added pounds, and the lack of nutritional value in chemical-based foods is creating a desire to eat more. 

According to a study released by the Strategic Alliance for Healthy Food and Activity Environments, parents buy more foods that 
state “contain fruit" or even just have a picture of fruit on the label. The study showed that 51 percent of these products do not contain any 
fruit, and 16 percent only have minimal amounts of fruit. 

Leslie Mikkelsen, a registered dietitian with the Strategic Alliance said, “Parents who are drawn to products that seem healthier for 
their children based on references to fruit on the packaging are being deceived.” She also stated, “Food and beverage companies are 
some of the most sophisticated communicators in the world and are clearly capable of accurately reflecting what is in their products if 
they wanted to." 

A Diet Based On Real Food 

The only way to ensure that the food is as pictured or described on the front of the package is to read the ingredients list. The front 
of your package is written by marketing agents. The regulations for the front of label packages are almost nonexistent. The only facts are 
to be found in the ingredient list and the nutritional analysis. Basing your family’s diet on real food choices will ensure that your loved ones 
are capable of maintaining the ideal weight, avoiding the obesity epidemic and getting proper nutrition. If you do not know what it is, then 
chances are it is not real food. Natural diet programs keep you satisfied and last a lifetime.

IN “DEFERRED” BLOOD

After the Tsunami and Katrina disasters I signed up for an 
orientation to become a Red Cross volunteer. I was given 
a VCR tape to begin my training in disaster relief. It is 
waiting to be loaded into the VCR. 


Ironically, a friend of mine recently asked me ‘‘when are 
they going to change the blood donation law?” I really 
had not thought about the impact of the FDA’s banning 
all gay men from donating blood - for life. My friend

told me the story of his experience when he attempted to 
donate. They did not ask if he had any infectious disease. 
They did not ask if he was an intravenous drug user. They 
did not ask if he had been tested for HIV. They didn’t 
even ask if he would answer the questions honestly. They 
only asked if he had sex with another man since 1977. 
When he answered the sex question in the affirmative, 
they told him that he would be ‘‘deferred” from donating 
and that he would have to sign a document that used his 
social security number to mark him as a ‘‘deferred” donor 
for life. ‘‘Deferred” is the FDA’s term for “banned.” 

In 1985 the FDA banned all men who had sexual relations 
with another man anytime since 1977. They also banned 
all men and women who had sexual relations for money 
or drugs since 1977. The FDA reasoned that as a group, 
gay men and those who have sex for money or drugs have 
a higher risk for contracting HIV than the general popula¬ 
tion. The ban extended to bone marrow. The FDA also 
requires blood collectors to report anyone who has been 
deferred, so a list can be kept and those on it may never 
donate. The Red Cross supports the FDA’s ban. 

I cannot believe how nonsensical it all is. Is the “list” 
being kept for those who decide to lie about their sex 
lives and attempt to donate after they have already told 
the truth? Then there is the fact that a woman can donate 
even if she slept with a gay man - yesterday! Since my 
friend gets tested regularly, there is a good chance that he 
is less of a risk for transmitting HIV to the blood supply 
than the room full of straight people waiting with him to 
donate. 


The FDA website states that the advancements in HIV 
blood testing have lessened the risk to 1 in 2 million do¬ 
nations. Every unit of donated blood is tested for HIV, 
Hepatitis, Human T-Lymph tropic Virus, and Syphilis. 
Those in need of certain blood or specific bone marrow 
do not have a choice in the matter. In the United States 
there are 3.5 million patients who receive blood transfu¬ 
sions each year. Some of those will die simply because 
there is a shortage of blood and marrow, and gay men 
cannot donate. It does not matter how many tests are 
made on the blood to ensure its safety. The decision to 
“defer” gay men for life was made from fear and bigotry. 
It is an example of the way society paints the picture that 
gay men are not created equal. I will happily be doing 
more work for the AIDS Community Alliance. The VCR 
tape has gone back to the Red Cross - unwatched.

Inside OUT 

Save The Children, Save 
Ourselves, Save The World! 

Hello, family! I just finished reading 
an article in the national news that I found 
so unimaginable, heart wrenching, and 
appalling, that I didn’t know what to do with 
myself... so I turned to my keyboard and 

you, my readers. 

The article was about the death of... no let me be 
clear... the murder of an innocent 1 month old precious little girl 
named Paris. This loving gift from God was given to a female 
who should have never had the opportunity to be blessed with 
any child. This female (I can’t call her a mother) murdered this 
child with a microwave to help keep her boyfriend, and protect 
her secret that he wasn’t the father. I can imagine you feel as 
angry and upset as I do. This is only one child's story. There are 
millions of children out there who need to be loved, and are with 
the wrong parents. Society and the laws in many of these (so- 
called) United States pass judgment and withhold the opportunity 
for parenthood from individuals who would make wonderful 
parents, such as couples and individuals in the gay community. 

Currently there are over 129,000 children in the foster 
care system in need of parents and a safe and loving home. 
Generally the mind set of the foster care system, adoption offices, 
and courts of law is that a child belongs in a home with both a 
male and a female adult couple, or with at least one biological 
parent, regardless of their lack of parenting skills. When an 
exception to the rules is made, it is usually in favor of one non- 
biological adult, a heterosexual adult. While everyone is looking 
out for the adults, who’s looking out for the children? 

Unfortunately, I’ve had the opportunity to hear horror 
stories regarding the abuses and neglect of some children from 
a gay teacher I know. The situations ranged from physical and 
mental neglect, to the withholding of affection by the biological 
parents and non-biological guardians. It was obvious to me that 
the only love, affection, and attention these children were able 
to receive was from this teacher. What I find sad is the fact that 



even as a person with a kind heart, who's chosen the education 
of children as his life's work, he might face exclusion in adopting 
a child because of who he loves. On the other side of this issue 
are the families with single or coupled gay parents or guardians, 
who could face the possibility that someone (federal and state 
agencies, or relatives) could challenge their rights to be parents, 
solely for being gay. Situations such as this are all too common in 
cases where the biological parent is deceased, and the relatives 
of the deceased request removal of child custody from the non- 
biological parent. 

The courts make moral judgments that those in the 
GLBT community might not make good parental candidates. The 
ironic thing is that in the midst of these judgments, those that 
have their rights protected by the courts and agencies sometimes 
don’t even know how to love themselves, let alone be able to 
provide love and security for a child. 

Now don’t get me wrong, I’m sure there are 
individuals in our community who would make terrible parents, 
and those who don’t even want the option. However, for those 
who do, wouldn’t their desire to love and nurture a child be more 
important than whom they choose to love? 

It’s time for those in power to fine tune their hearing 
aids, wipe off their clouded spectacles, relax their gag reflex, take 
a hard swallow with their personal beliefs and fears, and think 
about the children! The only way things in this country will change 
is by making your voice heard by those in power. Remember 
they are your Congress, your House of Representatives, and your 
President. 

YOU are in power! 

This is just one of the many challenges we face as 
a gay community and as Americans. As history has shown us, 
the more a group of people is pushed back, the more they push 
forward. 

Use your powers, crack the whip, and vote this 
November 4th. If not for you, then for the children! 

Remember Paris.

Some Specifics 
on the Bible 






and Homosexuality

The last two articles we wrote addressed the way that the Bible 
has been used, right or wrong, to oppress minority groups, mainly 
African Americans, women and Jews. The latest “targets," if you 
will, are gays, lesbians, bisexuals, and transgendered persons. 

Agree with us or not, we believe the truth is that homosexuality is 
not a biblical concern. Let us explain. First, the prophets, whose 
responsibility was to point out the sins of the people, do not 
condemn same-gender sexual relationships. 

Second, in scripture, Jesus says nothing at all on the subject. 
There is not one mention of condemnation of same-gender 
relationships in any of the gospels. We are aware one must be 
cautious about arguing from silence, as Bishop John Shelby 
Spong (a retired Episcopal bishop and an out-spoken advocate 
of God’s inclusive love) points out. Bishop Spong explains that 
this does suggest that those who consider this the most heinous 
sin must be terribly disturbed that our Lord appears either to have 
ignored it completely or to have said so little on the subject that no 
part of what he said was remembered or recorded. 

On Spong’s website you will find statements like, “If the essence 
of our Christ is summed up in words that John’s Gospel at¬ 
tributes to him, 'I have come that they may have life and have it 
abundantly,’ then the choice is clear. Homophobia diminishes life; 

. it does not make it more abundant. It must be ended; it cannot 
be tolerated even by making it kinder and gentler... There is no 
room for waffling on this moral imperative. The idea that you 
will allow politicians to advocate placing discrimination against 
homosexual persons into the Constitution of this country, while 
your voices are either in agreement or remain deafeningly silent, 
is an embarrassment. If it takes a split in the body of Christ to 
make this generation understand that homosexuality, like slavery, 
is a non-debatable, moral issue, then for God’s sake, for Christ’s 
sake, you must be willing to pay that price." 

Third, the question “What does the Bible say about homosexual¬ 
ity?" is misleading because it fails to take into account the fact 
that the ancient wortd had no word or concept of homosexuality 
(Jeffrey S. Siker, Homosexuality in the Church; Both Sides of the 
Debate). The term “homosexual" or “homosexuality" is a relatively 
contemporary term. The word homosexual does not have an 
equivalent in ancient Hebrew or Greek.

In 1869, the term “homosexual” was first used in German by 
Karoly M. Benkert, a Hungarian writer, who used it to define male 
or female individuals who from birth are erotically oriented to¬ 
wards their own sex. The Oxford English Dictionary says in 1912, 
the word was first used in English. Further, the earliest use of the 
word “homosexual” in a bible was in 1946 with the publication of 
the first edition of the Revised Standard Version. 

As pastors, we find it difficult to believe that if homosexuality was 
such a big sin, why did Jesus not at least make some reference 
to the issue during his ministry? While there are roughly 32,000 
verses in the bible, only seven refer to the issue of homosexuality. 
That's roughly .00018% and is an almost infinitesimal percent¬ 
age on which to draw such a clear conclusion as some offer that 
homosexuality is a sin. 

The belief that the Bible is not clear in its position on homosexual¬ 
ity is supported by experts in the field of biblical scholarship. For 
instance, Dr. Daniel Helminiak, a Roman Catholic priest, states, 
“the Bible supplies no real basis for the condemnation of homo¬ 
sexuality. Therefore, people must stop opposing homosexuality 
merely by quoting the Bible, because taken on its own terms; 
the Bible simply does not support the case. If they have some 
other reasons for their opposition, they ought to get clear what 
that reason is and state it up front (Daniel A. Helminiak, What The 
Bible Really Says About Homosexuality)." 

In addition, Dr. Robin Scroggs, Professor of New Testament at 
Chicago Theological Seminary, states, “Biblical judgments against 
homosexuality are not relevant to today’s debate. They should no 
longer be used in denominational discussion about homosexual¬ 
ity, should in no way be a weapon to justify refusal of ordination, 
not because the Bible is not authoritative, but simply because 
it does not address the issues involved (Robin Scroggs, The 
New Testament and Homosexuality; Contextual Background for 
Contemporary Debate)."
